FROM STROKE 


Clinton E. Tawney Is 
Found Lying At 
Slaughter House 
Friday Night. 


WIFE MISSES HIM 
AND BEGINS HUNT 


Clinton E. Tawney, Springs ave­ 
nue, proprietor of Reichle’s meat 
market, Baltimore 
street; 
former 
member of council from the second 
ward, and formerly clerk to the 
Adams county commissioners, was 
critically ill at the Warner hospital 
today, following a paralytic stroke 
suffered at hts slaughter house at 
the rear of the Reichle home, West 
Middle street. 
The stroke affected Mr. Tawney’s 
entire right side, and physicians at 
the hospital hold little hope for hts 
recovery. 
He has not yet regained 
consciousness. 
Early Friday evening, Mr. Tawney 
went to the H. H. Thomas hard­ 
ware store, York street, for some 
harness which had 
been repaired 
there. He seemed in apparently 
good health at that time, and did 
not complain of feeling ill. 
Wibie Investigates 
About IO o’clock, Mrs. Tawney, at 
home, became worried over her hus­ 
band’s protracted stay, and asked 
John E. Wible, who works at the 
butcher shop to Investigate. 
Mr. Wible went to the 
butcher 
shop on Baltimore street, finding it 
dark, and then went to the slaugh­ 
ter house. 
Opening the door, Mr. Wible found 
his employer just inside, stretched 
out unconscious on his back. That 
was about 10:15 o'clock. 
Mr. Wible 
summoned Friday Myers and A. E. 
Hutchison. 
The Gettysburg ambu­ 
lance was procured by Mr. Hutchi­ 
son and the stricken man was re­ 
moved to the hospital. 
Harness on Peg 
According to Mr. Wible, the re­ 
paired harness which Mr. Tawney 
had gotten at the hardware store 
was hung on a peg in Hie stable, and 
it is believed the meat store pro­ 
prietor was stricken as he was about 
to leave the slaughter house. 
After leaving the commissioner's 
office four years ago. Mr. Tawney 
purchased the butcher shop from 
the late George W Reichle, who was 
elected county treasurer. 
Mr. Tawney is 56.

TO FIGHT ANY 
NEW PARALYSIS 


V i c t i m Of Infantile 
Disease Assisting 
Hospital Prepare 
For Future. 


S C I E N C E FINDS 
NEW DISCOVERY 


To prevent any possibility of an 
epidemic of infantile paralysis in 
Gettysburg and to be ready to give 
assistance to any who might con­ 
fract the dread malady, the staff of 
the Annie M Warder hospital is 
laying its plans now. thereby fol­ 
lowing the lead of hospitals in the 
larder cities of Pennsylvania, par­ 
ticularly in Philadelphia. 
Prom 
victims 
of 
th" 
disease, 
which has struck about 15 persons 
in Gettysburg and Adams county 
within the past twenty years or 
more, blood is being taken to be 
used in fighting infantile paraly­ 
sis should it break out acain here. 
Three local victims of the malady 
have consented to give a pint of 
blood each so that others may es­ 
cape their fate. 
Before the blood 
is taken, however, a careful analysis 
is made to insure it being free from 
any other organic disorder, such as 
tuberculosis. 
Alter the blood Is taken from an 
infantile paralysis victim, it is made 
into a serum at the local hospital, 
and put away to be used when the 
need .arises. Recent researches into 
treatm ent of infantile paralysis suf­ 
ferers have shown that blood taken 
from a victim of the disease and 
injected into the blood stream of a 
person in the early stages of the 
malady prevents the paralysis from 
disfiguring the victim and usually 
arrests the progress of the disease 
No cases of infantile paralysis 
have been reported here in the past 
five or six years, and the hospital 
staff is joining in the hope that no 
one will be stricken here. However, 
in order to be prepared, the staff 
is taking the present steps to fight

Despite a steady downpour of rain, 
business was brisk at curb market 
this morning, with fruits, vegetables 
and flowers In super-abundance. 
Summer Rambo apples, the first 
of the fall varieties, made their ap­ 
p aran ce at market, selling at 
80 
cents a bushel. 
The apples were 
large, without blemish and of good 
color. 
Hucksters predict a large 
crop of apples. 
The late varieties of peaches, in­ 
cluding the Belle of Georgia and 
South Haven, were plentiful, sell­ 
ing at 80 cents a bushel. 
As the “tall end” of the sweet corn 
season approaches, the prices of this 
succulent, summer vegetable stiffen­ 


ed, and roasting ears sold at 15 and 
20 cents a dozen, as compared with 
IO and 12 cents a dozen a week ago. 
Tomatoes are at their best and

vegetable vied with peaches in lend­ 
ing color to the otherwise drab m ar­ 
ket.

$9,837 SHARE- 
BOROUGH GETS 
AS SCHOOL AID 


Slightly Larger Than 
Payment Made In

TOWN IS NOW 
THIRD C L A S S 


The Gettysburg borough school 
district will receive approximately 
$500 more this year as its state ap­ 
propriation for local .schools than it 
did during the 1930-31 term. The 
first installment for the next term 
will be paid in a few days and 
amounts to $9,837. 
Last year the 
school district received $19,189,09 for 
the twelve month period. 
The payment was included in the 
requisition of $5,279,913 for third 
class school districts in the state, as 
the first semi-annual payment in 
the biennium. 
Payments to fourth 
class districts in Adams county were 
announced sometime ago. 
This is the last year the Gettys­ 
burg schools will receive appropria­ 
tions as a fourth class district, as 
starting next year it will come under 
the third class district regulations 
and the appropriation will be ma­ 
terially reduced. 
Pay Teachers Salaries 
The money given to fourth class 
districts is calculated upon the basis 
that the state will pay one half of 
the minimum of the teachers’ sala­ 
ries provided

A gale of hurricane proportions 
swept a section of 
Adams county 
late Friday afternoon as almost the 
entire county felt the effects of the 
heavy electrical storm th at accom­ 
panied 
the 
high 
wind. 
Heavy 
damage was caused in an area west 
of the Emmitsburg road and a few 
miles south of Gettysburg. 
The heaviest damage was report­ 
ed to have occurred on the farm of 
Allen Redding, Gettysburg R. D. 3. 
where 
barns, a 
garage and 
the 
house were all damaged by the high 
wind. Trees were 
uprooted and 
telephone lines torn down in the 
vicinity. 
Mrs. Redding, who with members 
i of her family was as their home 
Friday night at 6 o’clock, during 
the height of the storm, declared 
the sky became as black as night 
so that it was impossible to see to 
the barn from the house. A tre­ 
mendous gale swept by outside, 
threatening to tear the dwelling 
from 
its 
foundations. When the 
sky cleared, nothing but wreckage 
could be seen, she declared. 
Completely Wrecked 
A garage constructed of brick and 
large enough to house a truck, trac­ 
tor and a pumping outfit, was com­ 
pletely 
wrecked. The 
walls 
had 
been blown down, the roof carried 
: away, and the entire structure was 
reduced to shambles,

Nearby, a long chicken house that 
.housed hundreds of hens, was com-

Poles Blown Down

tic credit of $400.000,Q00to the B rit­ 
ish treasury as a measure of their 
confidence in Great Britain. 
J. P. Morgan and company for­ 
mally announced th at a group of 
more than one hundred Aimerican 
banks and

combined in the extension of half 
of the credit, while extension of a 
like amount 
was announced 
in 
Paris. 
The loan is believed to be the 
largest private banking credit to a

history, and the negotiations were 
completed by cable and transatlan­ 
tic telephone in the’ extraordinarily 
short time of thirty-six hours. 
Bigger Than British Sought 
American bankers explained that 
the credit was substantially larger 
than the British government had 
had any thought of asking for and 
was made of such huge proportions 
as to banish all doubts as to the 
stability of British finance.

traditional position of London as 
principal bankers to the world.

ART AND MUSIC 
COURSES SHOW 
GAIN IN SCHOOL 


Enrollment For New Subjects 
Has Had Steady Increase 
In Past Decade. 


MIGHTY MANHATTAN LOOKS AT THE MIGHTY DO-X 
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(This is the twelfth of a series 
dealing with important develop­ 
ments and the Ten-Year Plan of 
Educational advancement recently 
launched by the department of 
public instruction.) 
By Norman Gage 
(Associated Press Staff Writer) 
The extensive revision of Junior 
and senior high school curricula has 
been attended by an increase in the 
importance of art and music courses. 
To the various other objectives of 
the state school system has thus 
been added that of developing to a 
greater extent the pupil’s artistic 
and musical appreciation. 
The new place of these courses 
in the .schools is well indicated by 
tile 1929-30 statistics which revealed 
that, out of a total enrollment of 
608,318 pupils in grades seven to 
twelve, the aggregate of music and 
arts classes was 452,591. The latter 
figure, which necessarily includes 
duplications through one student 
taking more than one of the several 
courses, indicated that for every 
four pupils enrolled in the Junior- 
senior high schools .three units of 
art and music were being studied. 
In 1929, an official report of the 
department of public 
instruction 
notes: “There has been an increas­ 
ing recognition of the vital import­ 
ance of continuing art courses be­ 
yond the sixth grade. 
Consistent 
with the continued development in 
other subjects and in all fairness to 
the child itself—art education should 
be included in the curriculum of all 
secondary schools. 
In the Junior 
high school, there must be provision 
for exploration and guidance in the 
arts as in other fields.** 
Increase is Shown 
The 1930 report, which showed an 
increase from 147.763 to 159 924 in 
the enrollment in art, crafts and 
modelling classes, said, “the chief in­ 
creases during the past year have 
been in the period represented by 
Junior high school years” and reiter­ 
ated 
that 
“the 
important 
place 
which art takes in everyday life and 
in commerce indicates that this sub­ 
ject should be given an increasingly 
important place in the secondary 
school ysstem.” 
The strides taken in the field of 
music have been even more pro­ 
nounced. In this division, band, ele­ 
mentary theory, glee club, history 
and appreciation, instrumental mu­ 
sic, 
music, 
orchestra, 
organized 
chorus and outside study are listed 
among the subjects for which credit 
is given and the total class enroll­ 
ment of 292,667 in 1930 was close the 
half the total of the seventh to 
twelfth grade enrollment. 
The required music program of 
classified secondary schools now in­ 
cludes at least one period of music

School Summary 
One of the strongest lights shed 
on this phase' of the changing school 
is contained in a summary of the 
1929-30 school activities in one of 
the districts in the heart of the an­ 
thracite field. J. M Schrope, assist­ 
ant superintendent, Pottsville, in 
this survey for the Pennsylvania 
School Journal writes: 
“A few years ago music in the 
schools of Schuylkill county was 
limited to the singing by rote of a 
few songs during the opening exer­ 
cises. It was the general impression 
that only a few gifted ones could 
learn to play a musical instrument. 
With the systematic teaching of 
music as a regular branch of the 
curriculum, it has been learned that 
there are very few children that 
cannot learn to sing, and very few 
that cannot learn to play on some 
musical instrument.
